WE  NOMINATE 

George  Frederick  Karch,  one  of  Princeton's  most 
forthright  and  "unpolitical"  citizens,  who  this  month 
retires  from  the  Borough  Council  upon  completing  15 
consecutive  years  of  meritorious  service.  A  native  of 
Trenton  and  the  brother  of  an  officer  of  the  Princeton 
Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Karch  has  held  elective  office 
under  three  Borough  Mayors  and  at  age  60  can  still 
describe  himself  as  a  "hard-headed  Dutchman  interested 
in  doing  the  right  thing,"  as  is  evidenced  by  his  determi- 
nation to  help  solve  the  traffic-control  problems  which 
have  long  hexed  a  relatively  patient  community. 

Educated  in  the  elementary  schools  of  Trenton  and 
Princeton,  Karch,  whose  German-born  parents  established 
their  home  here  in  1898,  has  lived  the  kind  of  success 
story  tha.t  is  an  integral  part  of  the  American  scene.  His 
first  weekly  wage,  $2.25  plus  meals,  was  earned  in  a 
Witherspoon  Street  bakery,  shortly  before  he  was  at- 
tracted to  the  then  fast-developing  "electrical  profession." 
He  mastered  his  trade  while  the  University  was  convert- 
ing from  gas  to  electricity  and  moved  on  to  greener,  more 
distant  fields. 

From  1908  until  he  came  back  to  Princeton  in  1915 
to  establish  his  own  business,  Karch  roamed  the  East  and 
South  for  the  Lord  Electrical  Company.  He  supervised 
the  lighting  of  the  Democratic  Convention  that  nominat- 
ed Woodrow  Wilson  in  1912,  wrestled  with  the  electrical 
complexities  poised  by  Baltimore's  Emerson  Tower,  ran 
power-lines  through  what  is  now  Miami,  Florida,  and 
directed  the  electrification  of  the  Erie  and  New  York 
State  Barge  Canals.  It  was  a  short  step  from  superin- 
tendent to  independent  electrical  contractor,  handling 
projects  such  as  University  Dormitories,  the  Princeton 
Inn  and  Nassau  Tavern. 

Throughout  his  career  as  a  Princeton  businessman 
Karch  has  been  more  than  generous  with  his  time.  A 
trustee  of  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Company,  a  charter 
member  of  the  Lions  Qub  and  a  life  member  of  the 
New  Jersey  State  Fireman's  Association,  he  has  held  forth 
as  officer  of  six  different  service  organizations,  including 
Princeton  Hospital  and  Trinity  Church.  His  remarkable 
energy  has  also  been  diverted  into  hobby  channels.  He 
has  had  photographs  published  in  the  Hearst  newspapers, 
has  given  public  showings  of  his  color  motion  pictures 
and — by  landing  a  198-pound  shark  on  a  New  Jersey 
beach — has  done  something  few  fishermen  will  ever 
succeed  in  doing. 

For  his  unswerving  devotion  to  what  he  believes  to 
be  Princeton's  best  interests;  for  his  accomplishments 
over  the  course  of  years  as  chairman,  at  one  time  or 
another,  of  each  of  the  Borough's  directing  committees; 
for  consistently  proving  that  enthusiasts  with  convictions, 
rather  than  politicians,  are  the  backbone  of  local  self- 
government;  he  is  Town  Topics'  nominee  for 
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Progress.  Parallel  parking  on  the 
norUi  side  of  Nassau  Street  and  im- 
mediate repair  of  the  University  Place 
traffic  light,  whose  most  vociferous  back- 
ers were  the  Planning  Board,  two  citi- 
zens' committees  on  traffic,  a  majority 
of  the  mayor  &  council  and  Town 
Topics,  were  approved  at  Tuesday's 
session  of  the  governing  body.  Both 
measures  may  be  in  operation  by  the 
end   of  the  year. 

The  resolution  effecting  the  action 
(passed  5-1,  with  Police  Commissioner 
Voorhees  again  dissenting)  will  save 
the  borough  a  sum  ranging  from  $13,- 
000  to  $17,000 — ^bulk  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  repairing  and  synchronizing  the 
traffic  lights  on  Nassau  Street.  This 
expense  will  be  borne  by  the  State, 
while  the-  borough's  outlay  for  institut- 
ing the  safety  measures  involved  may 
be  less  than  $2,000. 

Negotiations  are  under  way  for  off- 
street  parking  which  if  successful,  will 
add  space  for  over  200  cars,  all  of  it 
readily  accessible  to  the  business  area. 
Under  such  circumstances,  loss  of  26 
stalls  by  the  elimination  of  angle  park- 
ing will  hardly  be  felt. 

Quarantine.  An  epidemic  which  be- 
gan in  New  York  State  and  has  spread 
southwards  to  New  Je^rsey  will  have  its 
effect  in  Princeton  next  week.  Quad- 
rupeds including  foxes,  skunks  and  dogs 
that  run  loose  are  suffering  from  rabies 
in  increasing  numbers.  Pasturing  herds 
of  cows  have  Ibeen  bitten;  several  Mer- 
cer County  municipalities  have  reported
